AN ACT amendatory of chapter 241, of the laws of 1879, en-
titled “ an act to incorporate the city of Seymour and the
several acts amendatory thereof.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as fol ows:

SecTION 1. Section 4, of sub-chapter 1, of said chap- Amendment.

ter 241, of the laws of 1879, is hereby amended b
striking out the words “ for each ward,” in the 12t
line of said section, where the same occur, follow-
ing the word assessor, and inserting in the place
thereof the words, “for said city,” so that the clause
in which said words, “for each ward” occur, shall
read as follows: The elective officers of said city
shall be a mayor, a clerk, a treasurer, a police jus-
tice for the city at large, three aldermen, one jus-
tice of the peace, and one constable for each ward,
and one assessor for said city.

SecTION 2. Section 22, of sub-chapter 6, of said Amendment.

chapter 241, of thelawsof (879, is hereby amended
s0 as to read as follows: Section 22. The mayor
and common council shall not be entitled to an
compensation for their services. The city cler
and city marshal shall receive such compensation,
not exceeding one hundred dollars (8100) each, for
their services, as shall be determined each year by
the common council at its first meeting,
